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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: On line 5, the 
phrase 'and has' is grammatically incorrect. Consider using 'and having' instead. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 6,042,228 to Yamada et al. 

Yamada et al. teaches an ink-jet printer comprising: a conveyance 
mechanism, 1, capable of conveying plural printing media, 101, 102, 103, in parallel, 
see column 6, lines 44-47 and column 7, lines 37-43, a supporting member, 5, capable 
of supporting the plural printing media, and having plural holes, 502b formed therein; 
see column 1 1 , lines 6-1 9 and Figure 4; an ink ejecting member, 401 , capable of 
ejecting ink toward a printing medium supporting side of the supporting member, see 
column 12, lines 59-63, plural suction members, 504, capable of sucking air through the 
holes from a printing medium supporting side of the supporting member to an opposite 
side thereof; see column 12, lines 23-25, and a partitioning member, 508, that partitions 
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a space between the plural suction members and the supporting member to thereby 
form plural air passages; see column 12, lines 12-17 and Figure 5; wherein the suction 
members and the air passages are both arranged so as to correspond to the respective 
printing media conveyed by the conveyance mechanism, see column 12, lines 17-22, 
and wherein said ink-jet printer further comprises a suction controller that controls the 
suction members such that, when the printing medium supporting side of the supporting 
member has a printing medium arranged thereon in only a part of plural regions each 
corresponding to each of the plural air passages and the ink ejecting member ejects ink 
toward the printing medium, the suction controller controls the suction members so that 
only the suction member corresponding to the region where the printing medium is 
arranged, among the plural suction members, may suck air and all of the other suction 
members in other regions without any printing medium arranged on the supporting 
member are stopped. See column 12, lines 23-36. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed February 4, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that Yamada does not disclose regulating 
multiple areas so that if only one printing medium is conveyed, the other area for the 
printing medium will not be subjected to a vacuum, this statement is contradicted by the 
disclosure in Yamada, column 12, lines 12-36 of just such a regulation.
